Be honest About It.
If civil service reform is to bo es-

should be done behind a screen. If ,w'e
are to have the business system of ap-
pointments to public olllce let us have
it in all Its Integrity, with every bit
of humbug stripped off. If not. let us
j;o on as wo uro and not play (he hypo-
crite.

There is roqm for debute as to tho
desirability of a sham enforcement of
civil service reform, but there Is no
room for honest opposition to an hon-
est application of that reform. Such

a application will not necessarily run

to abstruse geometrical or nlfrdiralc
tests nor will It linlil out for examina-
tions of niillrunts In matters nllon to

the duties to lie performed. Hut It will

Insist upon competency as the Indis-

pensable essential and It Will not toler-

ate partisan Inlltiences which Imperil
the character of the service. On these
foundations true civil service reform
stands unassailable.

sideration It would be likely to mean,
not a decrease in the gross volume of
the drink tralllc, but simply a loss In
revenue nnd a corresponding increase
In the number o speak easing,

Sunday Newspapers.
We notice that Rev. John R. Davis,

formerly of this city but now pastor of
the Fourth Avenue Presbyterian church
of New York, Is. preaching vigorously
against the Sunday newspaper. "The
little news It contains," says he, "might
Just as well be kept over until Mon
day." It publication on Sunday, ho
contends, has u tendency to secularize
ii day that should be kept different
from the oilier days of the week.

There Is substantial truth In this view
of tho question. The Sunday newspa-
per Is not worse than the Sunday rail-
way train, exeurslun steamer, street car
or many other forms of established sec-

ular activity on the Lord's day and
should not, if It be intrinsically merl-turlou- s,

be singled out lor special con-

demnation. Hut, along with these other
phases of misplaced enterprise, It Is
wrong In that It tends to rob the com-
munity of Its one day of weekly lesplte
from customary pursuits and cares,
and merits discouragement quite us
much on sanitary and economic as on
distinctively moral grounds.

The news in a Sunday paper Is rare-
ly of such groat importance as to justi
fy Its being permitted to push over hu-

manity's need of rest. During war
times, when the Sunday paper came
Into being, there was some excuse for
it In the uncontrollable tension of pub-

lic Interest in the movements of tho
troops. Nowadays, the Sunday paper,
from a strictly news standpoint, Is a
good deal of a bore and its lately su-

peradded character as a receptacle for
all kinds of literary scraps and slop
adds to Its unattractlveness among
readers of discrimination. True, most
persons buy It, but a good many of
these are afterward more or less
ashamed therefor.

The Sunday paper Is probably hero to
stay, and should therefore bo made as
good as possible. Hut we may bo per
mltted to remind those who care not
for Its visits that The Trlli
une prints no Sunday edition and yet
manages to supply Its growing circle
of readers with all the really Important
news.

THOSE LIBEL SUITS.

From tho Philadelphia Times.
It Is un ubsolute necessity for the ofl-

iclals who are Implicated In the grave
charges made by Dr. Swallow to proceed
In thu criminal courts where full Justice
can bo done to themselves without In-

justice to Dr. Swallow. A provision of
the constitution protects publishers and
foiblds their conviction for libel in u
erlmlnul court, If they shall show that
they had credible evidence as to the truth
01' thu publication made and exercised
duo diligence and care In reaching their
belief In thu truth of the accusations,
I'ndor this mandate of tho supreme law
of the state, whether the charges he made
Miu tiueor false, If he can present to the
court credible sources from which he re-

ceived the Information, thus showing that
hu acted In good faith and from a con-
scientious belief In the truth of what
he published, the law would acquit him
for his unintentional error, and at thu
uume tlmu fully vindicate the accused
1'urtlcs.

The criminal action In this case are,
thuiefore, equally Just to thu prosecutors
uml to thu defendant. If Dr. Swallow
had sutlUieut reason to believe In tho
truth of his published statements, he cun
show thy sources from which ho received
Ids Information and thus Justify himself.
If he cannot prove the truth of tae
uhargus, and cannot prove to the satisfac-
tion of the couut and Jury that he was
warranted In believing them to be true,
he would deserve conviction nnd the se-

verest punishment. It is much better
that th's MH'iidal should be tried In the
courts than by any legislative committee.
The trial of one of these cases In the
criminal courts of Huriisburg would
clearly determine the question as to the
truth or falsity of thu serious accusa-
tions made against the state ofliclals, und
if false It would show whether Dr. Swal-
low had such Information as warranted
him In believing the charges to be true.
Those who were really responsible for
Dr. Swallow's publication would thus bo
brought before the court and the public,
and If Dr. Swallow has been Imposed
upon the Infamy would attnch to the
scandal monsurs who misled him Into a
grievous wrong ugulnst respouslblo pub-
lic ofliclals.

If Dr. Swallow bus not ample defense
going to the truth of the charges, or to
the credibility of the evidence that njlsltd
him If they are untrue, his high position
as a minister would bo regarded by the
law as an aggravation of the offense
rather than a plea In extenuation. Let
thesu cuses he promptly tried In the Hur-
iisburg courts, which con'unand the iren- -
erat confidence of the public, and let tho
guilty suffer. ,

sylvania legislature have passed, and not
a single public measure of Importance
haseven approached final consideration.
Tho present legislature lias the most Im-

portant legislative problems to solve of
any legislature under tho new constitu-
tion. It must fall in the performance of
a plain duty If It does not pass congress-
ional and legislative apportionments. It
must provide for the erection of a new
cupltol, and that will doubtless Involve at
least a temporary revision of the tax
laws of the stnte. It must amend he
ballot law that has become so complicat-
ed and odious to tho people that the legis-
lature would be universally condemned if
It failed to simplify the ballot, with ev-

ery provision tending to maintain the
purity of our elections. The question cf
Inaugurating a better road system in
the state Is earnestly pressed by a largr
majority of the different sections, and It
Is a problem thut requires thu most In-

telligent care In solving It. Such legisla-
tion would not be n mere enactment for
today. If It Is to be of any value it must
bu the foundation of a system to be main-
tained and enlarged with the growth cf
tne state. The question of appropria-
tions to churltable Institutions will re-
quire tho utmost lldellty to the people
to bring thu expenditures within thu re-
sources of tho treasury. Altogether thu
duties of this legislature are gravur thun
thoM-- presented to any pluvious legisla-
tive body of the state since the amend-
ment of thu constitution In nil

Lut our legislators now get down to
earnest, practical work. Thoy cannot
pursue their legislative duties with fidel-
ity when diverted by Junketing every
week und their labors broken by spuclal
adjournments. They have greut duties
to perform. They represent the greatest
state In material resouices o. uny of the
commonwealths of thu union; u state that
needs thu wisest und thu most enlightened
legislative policy, nnd now thai tho de-

moralizing elfucts of politics inuy be re-

garded as elided, we aiuccroiy hope that
both branches will settle down to system-
atic und persistent work, and continue It
until all the great questions before them
shall huve been fully considered and
Justly disposed of.
